SCC seeks improved audit 


The latest weapon in 2 Dr. Cyn- 
thia Pace’s arsenal for reform at 
State Community College, East 
St. Louis, says next year’s audit 
results will read dramatically 
differently than those released 
last week — if he has anything 
to do with it. 

Richard Haas was appointed 
acting dean of finance and 
administrative services of the 
East St. Louis junior college 
April 21, one day~after the Illi- 
nois Auditor General's Office 
released its latest critical ‘report 
on the school. 

Haas said his mission at SCC 
will be to. address the school’s 
fiscal responsibility in general, 
as_well as the “‘serious opera- 
tional errors’ cited in the state 
audit. 

A temporary employee, Haas 
said he'll be at SCC “until the 
job’s done or until they throw 
me out.” 

Pace, SCC’s president: since 
October, said Haas showed up 
for work Tuesday morning and 
hit the ground running. 

“This school has been saddled 
for years with concerns over 
how we do business,”’ Pace said 

“(Haas) comes to us highly 
recommended, 
experience in fiscal control of 
government organizations.” 

“When I find someone willing 


try and correct their situation, 
Yon 2 tickled to come down and 
try to help them,”” Haas said. 

Ha said he had heard SCC 
needed someone like him, and 
Pace said she_heard Haas was 
available.

“tt doesn’t make sensethat 
anyone would have a 25-hour 
phone call,” he said. 

However, ,Miner could -not 
explain how ‘the call was made 
in the first place, arguing it was 
unlikely anyone would call an 
office at 3:25 a.m. 

Auditors also found a 630-min 
ute call to the Des Plaines office 
and a 750-minute call to an unde- 
termined Bement location. 

In addition, 85 telephone calls 
that were checked appeared to

The state agency has repeated- 
ly ignored the finding, which has 
been in audits since 1987, Lazar 
said. 

However, Mirer insisted -the— 
ageney “is and always has’’ 
monitored the use of the money 
by the local agencies as reqetred 
by federal law. 

Auditors. also said the agency 
failed to reconcile its spending 
practices on a_ regular basis, 
which Miner denied, saying, 
“We know where we are.’”" 

The spending of $30,648 from a 
disaster relief fund for computer 
equipment and two used patrol 
cars was also questioned. Miner 
said the purchases were justified 
to get agency personnel ‘‘in the 
field and in contact” during 
disasters.

‘Betty Crocker’ fields 
four decades of 
kitchen questions

On the surface, the image of Betty 
€recker—and—and-the-very-reai His 
Diller have much in common. They bath 
have had multiple facelifts. 

Marcia Copeland, the kitchen-wise 
director of the Betty Crocker Food ae 
Publications Center, represents man: 
Betty Crocker’s characteristics _ vhs 
go much further than skin deep. 

“T always say it takes 50 people to make 
Betty Crocker,” Copeland says. “People 
want someone to help. She offers ‘confi- 


~~ dence, just as she has for the 70 years she — 


has been around. Those who work in this 
department are just like your readers. We 
run the gamut of younger women, working 
moms and everything in between.’ 

In a poll done independently last year to 
determine which spokespersons were con- 
sidered most reliable, Walter Cronkite 
was the only one on a long list of well- 
known personalities who ranked higher 
than Betty Crocker. 

Betty’s original job description was 
defined by a man who saw a need for her to 
give answers to cooking questions. Along 


- with their recipes and puzzle solutions in a 


contest, contestants asked for ways. to 
solve kitchen dilemmas: 

All the food scientists could give 
answers, but a “person” — “Betty” 
because it was a common name, ‘‘Crock- 
er” because it was the name of a retiring 
vice-president — became the mouthpiece. 

he portrait was last redesigned in 
1986,’’ Copeland says. ‘‘We truly want it to 
resemble the American consumer, wheth- 
er that consumer is female, male, a family 
or whatever.”’ 

“Betty Crocker’s Cookbook — 40th 
Anniversary Edition,’’ published last 
year, revises some. recipes attributed to 
Betty Crocker over the years. Lemon 
Chiffon Cake is the same tried-and-true 
recipe from the 1950 cookbook. 

Many recipes, however, reflect today’s 
emphasis on less fat, salt and sugar. Lard 
was replaced with shortening or, when 
possible, oil. They also take advantage of 
the variety and convenience of items now 
available in. the supermarket.

Marking National Organ and 
ue Donor Awareness Week, 
Secretary of State George H. 
Ryan has announced the cre- 
ation of a central registry for

in a press conference at Wyler 
Children’s Hospital at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Ryan said 
the registry will be created by 
asking driver’s license appli- 
cants if they would like to be 
listed. 


_ “This registry will greatly 
improve the ability of organ pro- 
curement groups to identify 
potential donors,”’ Ryan said. 

“In addition, it will ide us 
a_way, of measuring the impact 
of our efforts to raise public 
awareness about the critical 
need for donated organs and tis- 
sue. None of us'has the power to 
anticipate our death,"’ he added. 

‘ “But we do have the power, with 
only a moment or two of’ fore- 
thought, to. give life to a fellow 
human being.’* 

Ryan said the registry ‘also 


will ide assurance to family 
mem that a was sin- 
cere in wanting to donate 


from the registry would be 
reserved for use by authorized 
representatives or organ pro- 
curement groups. 

Drivers who. choose to be 
listed in the registry also should 
demonstrate their intentions by 
either signing an organ donor 
card or the back of their driver's 
license or identification card, 
Ryan said. 

“We thank Secretary of State 
Ryan for his visionary approach 
to organ donation,” said Jarold 
Anderson, president and chief 
executive officer of the Regional 
Organ Bank of Illinois. “We wel- 
come new ideas and thoughts 
and we are very pleased that 
Secretary Ryan has taken such a 
great interest in this area.”’
